Creeper Rehabilitatior 


Heber City and the Heber Valley 
Chamber of Commerce have offered 
to help with the repairs being done 
on The Heber Creeper, according to 
Don Bertell, Trax Engineering. 

The Utah Department of Trans- 
portation (UDOT) hired Bertell to 
inspect the railroad, identify and 
prioritize the repairs, and write the 
specifications for contractors. He 
took four contractors on a tour of 
the line last week and said their bids 
for laying 4,000 ties will be opened 
May 24. 

However, he urged Wasatch 
County and the railroad owners to 
do as much of the work as possible, 
beginning immediately, to reduce 
the costs of the contract, and to 
provide $125,000 worth of labor 
and equipment. 

The State Legislature appropri- 
ated $125,000 and must be locally

matched. ‘The appropriation expire: 
on June 30 and must be committec 
by that time. Bertell estimated the 
contract to lay the ties will be close 
to that amount but can be reducec 
by $4 per tie depending on how 
much preparation work is done lo- 
cally. The match must also be 
committed by June 30, although 
the work doesn't need to be com- 
pleted. 

Bertell listed the responsibilities 
that can be done locally, including 
grading, cutting trees, controlling 
rodents and weeds, and hauling the 
ties and other materials. He said 
Heber City and the Chamber offered 
to help with vegetation control 
along the right-of-way, like cutting 
trees, and that the City would also 
help with canal problems. Proper 
drainage is important in order to 
preserve the ties.
